To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alsager  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1955. 


It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death 
of  Dr,  H.P.  Harpur , M«D.  , your  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who 
would  in  normal  circumstances  be  presenting  this  report.  His  services 
to  the  District  are  well  known,  and  he  will  be  very  much  missed. 

During  the  year,  there  were  130  cases  of  Measles  notified, 
but  no  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  or  Scarlet  Fever  are  recorded.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  estimated  population  of  over  200,  despite 
the  fall  in  the  birth  rate.  It  is  also  satisfactory  to  record  that 
there  has  been  no  death  of  a mother  in  child-birth. 

In  a survey,  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector,  to  assess  the  number  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  suitable  for  inclusion  in  Slum  Clearance,  Alsager  has  the  proud 
distinction  of  having  no  such  areas  of  properties  within  its 
boundaries.  Apart  from  a very  few  individual  unfit  houses,  the 
standard  of  housing  in  the  Urban  District  is  remarkably  higjh. 

I wish  to  thank  your  Clerk  and  the  members  of  his  Staff 
for  the  assistance  they  have  rendered  to  me  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report,  and  particularly  to  your  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector, 

Mr,  Haigh,  without  whose  help,  I certainly  could  not  have  been  in  the 
position  to  present  this  Annual  Report.

POR  THE  AREA 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 


An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the  St.  Mary’s  Schools 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  1st , 3rd  and  3th  Tuesdays,  This  Clinic  is  in 
the  charge  of  Miss  E. G.  Smith,  the  Health  Visitor,  assisted  "by 
voluntary  helpers.  The  mothers  attend  here,  not  merely  to  have  their 
children  weighed,  "but  to  receive  advice  on  the  diet  and  matters  of 
health  education*  The  present  standard  of  child  care  is  particularly 
high  and  a large  amount  of  the  credit  for  this  is  due  to  the  work  of  the 
Health  Visitors  and  Nurses,  Doth  in  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  when 
visiting  the  homes* 

The  Divisional  Health  Committee  was  delegated  the  duties  of  the 
sale  of  Welfare  Poods  for  Infants,  Pregnant  and  Nursing  Mothers,  These 
foods  consist  of  National  Dried  Milk,  Vitamin  Tablets,  Cod  Liver  Oil 
and  Orange  Juice,  and  to  carry  out  this  function,  a Centre  was 
established  at  the  Council  Premises  in  Lawton  Road,  where  on  three  days 
a week,  the  members  of  the  W.V. S.  voluntarily  undertake  its  sale  and 
distribution.  In  addition,  the  voluntary  helpers  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  also  sell  these  Welfare  Poods.

The  Home  Nurse  works  under  the  direction  of  the  family  Doctor, 
looking  after  patients  in  their  own  homes.  Because  of  this,  many  cases, 
who  otherv/ise  would  have  to  be  admitted  to  hospital,  are  dealt  with  by 
the  family  Doctor  and  Home  Nurse  with  advantage  to  all  concerned.  This 
work  of  the  Home  Nurse,  in  assisting  the  General  Practitioner  in  the 
treatment  of  patients  at  home,  helps  very  considerably  in  relieving  the 
strain  on  our  hospitals.  No  finer  tribute  could  be  paid  to  this  work 
than  by  recalling  that  no  single  complaint  was  received  during  the 
year. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year,  no  case  of 
Diphtheria  or  Whooping  Cough  has  been  notified.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  should  the  level  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  fall,  we  may 
once  again  get  a return  of  this  crippling  and  deadly  disease.  The  young 
mother  of  to-day  has  no  conception  of  Diphtheria  as  a killing  disease 
and  there  is  a tendancy  for  the  percentage  of  children  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  to  fall  because  of  this.  By  offering  Diphtheria  immunisation 
combined  with  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation,  we  do  manage  to  keep  the 
figures  high. 

It  should  also  be  stressed  that  not  enough  infants  are  being 
vaccinated  against  Smallpox.  In  the  first  few  months  of  life , this  is 
a relatively  harmless  and  minor  procedure,  and  when  once  done,  confirms 
protection  and  renders  a second  vaccination  also  relatively  harmless.

Domestic  Help  Service 

There  has  "been  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  attended 
during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  much  more  could  he  done  if 
more  home  helps  were  available.  The  availability  of  the  home  help  very 
often  makes  it  possible  for  a case  to  remain  at  home  instead  of  having 
to  he  admitted  to  hospital  or  institution.  The  major  part  of  the  Home 
Help  Service  deals  with  old  people  who  definitely  prefer  to  remain  in 
their  own  homes.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


The  following  sections  of  this  report  cover  the  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  Department,  and  have  been  compiled  by  Mr*  S.  Haigh, 
the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Water  Supply 


Source : 

The  water  is  drawn  from  three  Boreholes  situated  at  Audley  Road. 
Treatment: 

The  water  is  filtered,  softened  and  chlorinated  at  the  source. 

For  the  past  3 years,  No!s.  1 and  2 pumps  have  Been  removed,  overhauled 
and  cleaned. 

Quality: 

Analysis  shows  that  the  water  is  suitable  for  all  domestic 
purposes. 

Quantity: 

The  Council  have  given  consideration  to  the  question  of  an 
additional  supply  of  water,  and  have  now  proceeded  to  a stage  when  an 
application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  for  a licence  to  abstract  water  under  the  Underground  Water 
(Controlled  areas)  Regulations,  1949« 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council  own  and  maintain  two  sewage  disposal  works  at  Day 
Green  and  Longview. 

The  Day  Green  Works  are  old  and  are  now  overloaded  and 
consideration  has  been  given  to  the  modernising  and  enlarging. 

The  Longview  Works  have  been  cleaned  and  these  works  are  in  good 
condition,  but  show  signs  of  overloading  during  storms.  Additional 
sludge  drying  beds  are  required. 

The  sewerage  from  Close  Lane  area  is  discharged  and  treated  at 
the  works  of  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory. 

The  general  sewerage  of  the  district  so  far  as  it  goes  is 
considered  satisfactory. 

An  extension  to  the  sewerage  system  has  been  made  during  the  year 
at  Talke  Road  and  Pikemere  Road.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal
